The Captured Crew's Story 

of Murder, < 

The German submarine. U039 
has been sunk in the North Sea. 
The circumstances under which 
this took place are not disolosed, 
bat it is known that the crew 
were captared, and are now asfely 
ander lock and key. 

The UC39, like the other sea 
pirates, wag engaged’ in work of 
marder at the “time, and se-a 
captured latter shows the crew 
—or st least one of them—had it 
‘on their conscience thit they were 
engaged in foul crime, and 
expected fitting punishment.- 

On the morning of February 8; 
UC 39 sighted the Norwegian 
steamér Ida, and opened fire on. 
ber at 5000-6000 yarda range. 
Two warning shots were fired, 
and the third was inteaded to bit, 
The Ida stepped‘immediately, bat 
the .. submariae — nevertheless 
continued firing, 

The guaolayer, realising that 
the ship bad stoppad, and that 
he had already obtained several 
hits, seked permission to stop 
firing, He was, however, told to 
continue, snd he did so ontil 
about 25 rounds had been ‘fired. 
In the meanahile the sabmarine 
had shortened the range, and the 
last shots. were fired at - sboat 
3,000 yards. . 


‘When they finslly coased fire, 
one of the Ida’s ‘bosta came 
alongside and: reported that two 
of the crew, who had . been 
wounded, had been left on board. 
An officer 4nd three. men were 
sent from the submarine, who 
found the mate and a steward 
lying dead un the deck,. heving 
been killed while in-the set of 
lowering the boat. -The Ida was 
then sank by mesns of bombs. 

The inhumanity of this oat 
rage appears to buve impressed 
even the crew of the submarine 
\aa ia shown in the following 
letter which was written by one 
of them to his parents after baing 
taken prisoner :— | 

““My Dear Good Parents,— 

Go to oharch the first Sunday 
after you receive. these lines 
from me, and thank the good 
God for having so mercifully 
watched over snd preserved me. 
I have fallen into the handa of the 
English anwounded and. whole 
in body and mind, and have bsen
